WEST INDIAN CONTRIBUTION 
HE British colony of St. Lucia vin 
the West Indies has issued: its 
“new reign’? postage paper in honour 
of King George VI. — : To, 

St. Lucia is noted as the largest of 
‘the British Windward Islands and it 
is also considered the loveliest. This 
new stamp issue will provide another. 
mark of distinction, for it is an ex- 
ceptionally handsome contribution to 
philately. It gives us many views 
of the island not previously exhibited | 
on postage stamps. 

The lowér denominations are in 
usual postage stamp size and pre- . 
sent a portrait of King George Vi in’ 
an oval frame surmounted by a 
crown. In this design we have the 
half-penny green, 1 pence violet, - 
1%p. scarlet, 2p. sTay, 2p. ultra- 
marine and 8p. orange. ; 

The scenic designs are in ‘horizon- 
tal format with the sovereign’s head ~ 
carried at ‘the right. The 6p. claret 
bears a view.of Columbus ' Square, 
the i-shilling brown pictures Govern- 
ment, House, the 2sh. red-violet and ° 
‘blue bears. a view of the ‘“Pitons.” 
These mountain peaks are the chief 
natural feature of the island. They 
are immense rocky pyramids rising

REVELATION .- 

The refugees,: of course, have added 
to the unemployment and have forced 
the wage level even lower than before. 

NOTE: A year ago all but one of the 
male adult tenants of Social Settle- 
ments were wage-earners.

...months,. five have.become partially. un- 
employed, two have become (apparent- 
ly) totally unemployed. 

2, A sense of responsibility for their 
surroundings depends on the stan- 
dard of living.
